The  earliest  record  of  D ARROW  in  New  London,  Connecticut, 
is  in  1663  when  a  Christopher  Darrow  is  found  on  a  list  of  those 
granted  land  in  New  London  by  Ring  Charles  II*  This  would  seem 
to  indicate  that  Christopher  was  either  a  brother  or  father  of 
Sgt*  George  Darrow  who  arrived  New  London  about  167***  Sgt. 
George  Darrow,  a  soldier  of  the  British  Army,  is  believed  to 
have  left  London  on  a  British  Man  of  War  bound  for  Cuba,  and 
from  Cuba  made  his  way  to  New  London*  One  account  states 
that  George  came  from  Leigh,  Lancashire,  England,  and  probably 
from  Scotland  originally  where  the  name  was  DARRAGH* 


George  Darrow  married  Mary  Share wood ,  widow  of  Lieut* 
George  Sharswood,  1674-78*  Very  little  is  known  of  George 
Sharswood,  except  that  he  warn  an  early  settler  of  New  London, 
and  built  a  house  in  1668,  probably  the  time  of  his  marriage. 
Mary  and  George  Sharswood  had  four  children  before  his  death:

County,  Delaware  in  1704.

On  the  site  of  the  old  Darrow  farm  in  New  London  there  are 
four  grave  stones  and  on  one  the  Inscription  reads: 

"In  memory  of  Mrs.  Elisabeth  Darrow  who  died  February 
1758,  aged  78  years,  (born  1680).  She  was  the 
mother  of  eight  children,  45  grand  children,  and 
50  great  grandchildren."

QEORGE  4  Darrow,  when  a  young  man  settled  New  Lebanon, 

New  York,  and  was  married  there.  Eunlee  was  the  daughter  of 
Reverend  Joseph  Meacham  and  Sarah  (Wright)  Meacham.  They 
lived  in  New  Lebanon  until  the  spring  of  1799*  when  they  be¬ 
gan  the  westward  move  to  Ohio.  Their  children  were  all  bora 
in  New  York:

In  1804-6  George  Darrow  came  with  his  family  to  Stowe, 

Summit  bounty,  (then  Portage  County)  Ohio,  at  that  time  all  wild¬ 
erness.  He  was  one  of  the  original  pioneers  but  died  in  1811, 
and  Eunice  died  June  7,  1822. 

JOSEPH  5  Darrow,  (son  of  George  and  Eunice  ( Meachaa)  Darrow) 
b  March  27,  1775*  came  to  Ohio  when  a  single  man  with  Squire  David 
Hudson,  as  a  surveyor.  Squire  Hudson’s  party  case  first  to  Cleve¬ 
land  and  from  there  up  the  CuyahogaRiver  to  Boston  township  near 
the  southwest  corner  of  Hudson.  They  landed  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Cuyahoga  River  in  1799*  Joseph  surveyed  much  of  the  land  in  what 
was  then  Trumbull  County,  including  the  first  road  from  Hudson 
to  Canton.  Joseph’s  name  appears  with  that  of  his  brother  George, 
as  voters  in  the  first  town  election  of  officers  held  in  Hudson, 
Aplrl  5«  lS02.  Joseph  was  a  democrat  in  politics,  and  a  justice 
of  the  peace  for  many  years.  He  was  a  hunter  and  trapper  in 
the  early  days,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  at  Hudson. 

He  was  liberal  in  religion  holding  to  the  Universalists  belief. 

Joseph  married  in  Hudson,  April  17,  1803  Sally  Prior,  and 
they  settled  on  the  farm  in  Darrowville,  Ohio,  which  was  rased 
in  1958  to  make  way  for  a  new  highway.  Joseph  died  Nov.  13, 

1856  age  8l  yrs. 

Sally  Prioer  was  born  Oct.  29,  1781,  in  Norwich,  Conn, 
and  died  la  Darrowville,  May  30,  1847.  A  history  of  the  Prior 
family  is  given  elsewhere.

THE  PACKER  FAMILY 

Among  the  first  settlers  of  New  London  was  John  Packer  in 
1651*  (Abridged  Compendium  of  American  Genealogy  gives  the  date 
as  1635)»  John  was  the  first  settler  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Mystic  River,  and  was  reputed  to  be  the  largest  proprietor  of 
New  London  by  1655  •  In  July  I665  he  was  living  in  Groton* 

The  Minutes  before  the  Town  ^ounail,  July  24,  1665  - 

"John  Packer  desires  that  Lef tenant  Avery  and  James 
Morgan  may  issue  the  business  that  is  now  in  contest 
between  him  and  the  Indians  at  Nalwayuncke  and  to  compound 
with  them  in  the  best  way  they  can  with  land  to  satis¬ 
faction  of  Indians  and  Goodman  Packer,  Voted*" 

His  complaint  against  the  Noank  Indians  squatting  on  his 
land  was  carried  on  the  records  and  unresolved  for  many  years*

THE  LATHAM  Family 


William  Latham,  a  servant  in  the  family  of  Governor  John 
Carver,  was  a  passenger  on  the  "Mayflower"  in  1620,  and  though 
not  on  the  passenger  list,  his  passage  is  vouched  for  in  Brad¬ 
ford's  History* 

William  was  taxed  in  Plymouth  as  a  planter  in  1632,  and 
soon  after  removed  to  Duxbury.  In  1641  he  deposed  and  returned 
66  England*  From  England  he  later  went  to  the  Bahama  Islands, 
probably  attempting  to  return  to  America,  and  there  he  died* 
(Pioneers  aettlers  of  Massachusetts  by  Pope). 

Robert  and  Cary  (Carath)  Latham  are  believed  to  have  been 
sons  of  William  Latham*  Robert  is  shown  as  a  son  of  William 
In  Family  Register  published  Bridgewater,  Mass*  in  1340* 

Robert  was  constable  of  Marshfield  In  1643  and  moved  to 
East  Bridgewater  in  1667*  He  married  in  1649  Susanna  Winslow 
daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Chilton)  Winslow  (brother  of  Govr* 
Edward  Winslow)*  Mary  Chilton  was  dau*  of  Susanna  and  James 
Chilton,  Mayflower  passengers,  who  died  in  1620  following  the 
voyage,  and  Mary  was  credited  with  being  the  first  female  to 
touch  foot  on  Plymouth  chores*  Though  Susanna  (Chilton)  and 
Robert  Latham  are  not  part  of  the  Darrow  line,  their  relation¬ 
ship  should  be  of  interest*  (source  1  New  London  County,  pub* 
by  J*  H*  Beers  Sr  Co*  1905)* 

Robert  Latham  of  Marshfield,  proprietor  in  I65C,  wan 
punished  for  causing  death  of  his  servant,  John  Walker,  in 
1654*  (Settlers  of  Massachusetts,  by  Pope)* 
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In  1643  a  Mary  Latnam  was  executed  as  a  crisinal  in  Puxbury, 
and  Mary  may  have  been  a  sister  of  Robert  and  Cary,  and  it  is 
possible  she  was  their  mother.

AllanSfilley  with  sons,  John  and  Isaac  are  found  as 

emigrants  to  New  England  about  1634.  Allan*©  wife  Alice  _ 

also  accompanied  them  from  Wiltshire,  England.  John  Willey 
settled  Reading,  Mass,  in  1635 »  and  father  Allan,  husbandman, 
was  admitted  to  the  Church  of  cost on,  in  1640. 

ISAAC  2  Willey,  son  of  Allan,  living  Boston  1640, 
married  Joanna  ,  and  she  was  the  mother  of  all  of 

his  children.  She  died  before  1670,  and  he  mar.  2nd  Anna 
Lester,  a  relict  of  Andrew  Lester  and  also  Anna  had  been  3rd 
wife  of  Isaac's  son-in-law.  Anna  d  1692,  and  Isaac  d  1685  in 
New  London,  Conn. 

Isaac  moved  to  Charlestown,  Mass,  in  1643/4  and  to  New 
London  Conn.,  in  1645  with  John  tfinthrop  and  was  aaongfc  the 
first  settlers  there.  In  1647  he  was  a  selectman  there  and 
on  the  freeman's  list  of  1669*  He  built  a  house  x  d  farm  on 
Mill  Brook  at  the  base  of  Post  Hill  in  New  London,  and  later 
moved  to  a  farm  at  the  head  of  Nahantic  River  which  was  con¬ 
fined  to  "Old  Good&an  Millie"  in  1664. 

In  1667  minutes  of  Cases  before  the  County  Court: 
"Goodwife  Willey  presented  for  not  attending  public  worship 
and  bringing  her  children  thither;  fined  5  S."
